Convention  Relief  Committee 
In  Need  Of  Additional  Funds 


LAYMEN  SPONSOR 
ELRAfNE  REVIVAL 


Counselor's  Corner 


The  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  meet¬ 
ing  »  Richmond,  V*.,  this  week, 
appropriated  $65,070  for  overseas 
relief  needs,  leaving  less  than  $17,- 
000  of  relief  funds  on  hand. 

Thus,  Dr.  George  W.  Sadler, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  said 
an  appeal  would  be  made  to  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist*  to  step  up  their  giv¬ 
ing  for  relief  that  the  continuing 
distress  in  Europe  and  the  Far 
East,  especially,  might  be  lessen¬ 
ed  The  need  in  Germany  exists 
largely  because  refugees  are  pour¬ 
ing  out  of  East  Germany;  and  the 
extreme  needs  in  the  Orient  are 
due  to  the  fact  that  many  people 
have  been  left  helpless  and  or 
phaned  by  Communism,  war,  and 
other  tragedies. 

In  the  appropriations  made  last 
week,  not  more  than  half  of  the 
requests  for  relief  funds  could  be 
met  due  to  the  lack  of  funds;  and 
Dr  Sadler  said  other  project* 
should  be  undertaken. 

(Money  for  relief  :n  areas  where 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  work 
should  be  sent  to  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Foreign  Mission  Board,  P.  O. 
Box  5146.  Richmond  ».  V*  Mark 
H  clearly  for  relief,) 

Of  the  $65,070  earmarked  by  the 
committee,  $19,750  will  go  town  . I 
the  erection  of  new  church,  build¬ 
ings  in  Germany. 

Southern  Baptists  Have  been 
helping  German  Baptists  in  their 
rehabilitation  program  since  1950; 
and  to  date  financial  aid  has  been 
given  to  44  churche*  for  their 
building  projects.  In  addition,  help 
has  been  extended  to  the  Baptist 
seminary  in  Hamburg,  the  Oncken 
Publishing  House  in  Kassel,  the 
Deaconess  Homes  in  Berlin  and 
Stuttgart,  the  polio  hospital  in 
Berlin,  youth  and  student  work, 
and  a  Boys'  Home  in  Berlin. 

At  the  meeting  this  week  th<^ 
committee  marked  $5,000  for  alter¬ 
ations  at  the  Boys’  Home  in  Ber 
bn. 

A  fellowship  gift  of  $3,000  was 
made  to  Canadian  Baptists  toward 
the  erection  of  a  church  building 
in  St.  John's,  Newfoundland. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  church 
building  project  in  St.  John's  in  a 
letter  from  the  general  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Baptist  Convention 
of  Ontario  and  Quebec  to  Dr.  Por¬ 
ter  Routh,  executive  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  The  letter  was  referred 
to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  after 
conference  with  Dr.  J.  W.  Storer, 
p-esident  of  the  Southern- Baptist 
Convention. 

Five  thousand  doBars  was  ap¬ 
propriated  for  rehabilitation  work 
among  the  Mau  Mau  people  of 
Kenya,  East  Africa.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  no  established  work  in 
East  Africa;  byt  representatives  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  have 
recommended  that  Kenya  and 
Tanganyika  be  entered  as  soon  as 
personnel  is  available. 

The  money  appropriated  by  the 
committee  this  week  would  be 
■sed  in  one  of  the  native  "loca¬ 
tions”  of  Nairobi  "The  purpose  is 
to  give  a  new  hope  and  outlook  to 
the  principal  tribe  of  Kenya,  the 
Kikuyus,  now  suffering  from  a  ter¬ 
rible  tribal  neurosis,”  Dr.  Sadler 
Mid.  'The  authorities  first  thought 


the  trouble  in  Kenya  was  political, 
then  they  thought  K  was  econom¬ 
ic  now  finally  it  is  agreed  that  it 
is  a  spiritual  "’utter.  We  have  got 
to  do  something  to  touch  the  spirits 
of  these  people.” 

The  rehabilitation  will  include 
along  with  evangelism  and  Bible 
study,  wholesome  recreation,  clubs 
and  library  work.  Dr.  Sadler  ex¬ 
pressed  the  hope  that  additional 
help  may  be  given  later. 

t 

A  sum  of  $7,500  was  earmarked 
for  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  to  this 
country  an  additional  number  of 
refugees  who  have  been  granted 
entry  privileges  under  a  new  act 
of  Congress.  Dr,  Sadler  said  there 
are  a  number  of  Baptists  among 
these  refugees. 

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  will  go 
to  Hong  Kong  for  the  erection  of 
an  inexpensive  building  where  the 
Hong  Kong  Baptist  Association 
may  carry  on  school  work  for  the 
children  of  refugees  from  Com¬ 
munist  China.  Ten  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  was  made  available  lor  Ko¬ 
rean  relief.
